PAUL 11 B u sch” GROSS a Director of Athletics, who piloted the Fort Hays 
State basketball teams for sixteen years is acting chairman of the Health 
and Physical Education, Director of Athletics and Men's Physical Education. 

He is also assisting Coach Huffman with football. 

Gross entered Fort Hays State as a Freshman in 1917, served in World 
War I, and graduated in 1922 after , h .irring in football and basketball for 
his Alma Mater. "Busch" holds a Bachelor's degree from Fort Hays State and 
a Master's degree from the University of Missouri. After receiving his 
Bachelor’s degree, he coached a year at LaCrosse, one at Howard, and six 
years at Augusta where he turned out championship teams. 

Gross came back to his Alma Mater as Head Basketball Coach in 1930. 

His teams have tied for the conference title twice and have been in the 
second spot many times. "Busch's" teams were near the top co”sistently. 

RALPH "Red" HUFFMAN, , Head Coach, moves into his second year as head 
man at Fort Hays State. Taking ever after a war-time lay-off last fall "Red" 
found himself faced with the task of completely re-building the Tiger eleven. 
This fall he hopes to take up where he left off last season. The 19U7 edition 
promises to be a good one. 

"Red" was named all-conference and all-state football center the fall 
of 1936. After receiving his degree in 1937, be coached for two years at 
Atwood High School and then three years at Dodge City Junior College . In 
19li2, he received his Master's degree from the University of Missouri. That 
fall, he became a member of the physical education and coaching staff at 
Fort Hays State. In 19U3-14;, "Red" served on the physical education staff 
in the Array Aviation program here at the college. In the fall of 19U5, he 
joined the coaching staff at the University of Kansas where he was line coach 
in football. 

Coach Huffman is married and has two sons, Dave and Don.

Francis, a star place-kicker in football, was graduated from Fort Hays 
State in 1935 ^nd received his Master’s dagree from the University of 
Missouri in 19U0* Alex coached football and track at Mankato, Holton, 
Oberlin, and Abilene high schools* He was discharged from the Army Air 
Corps with the rank of Captain, where he was a physical training instructor* 
Besides his coaching and teaching duties, Alex is director of the Men's 
Intramural program here at the college* 

Coach Francis is married and has two sons, Mike and John* 

CADE SURAN* End Coach, also serves as Head Basketball Coach* He 
assumed the head basketball coaching duties a year ago* During his first 
year as head mentor he instilled his brand of ball into the Tiger squad 
which carried his team to a successful season* 

Suran attended high school in Kipp, Kansas* He later was enrolled 
for a time at Emporia State Teachers College* He then attended Kansas 

Wesleyan University and was a varsity forward four years* He was high scorer

in the Kansas Conference in his Sophcmore and Junior years and was captain 
of the all-conference team when he was a Junior* He coached rive years at 
Downs and in 1937 his team was runner-up in the state 03 ass :, B" basketball 
championship* In 1938, Downs won the state title* He then coached for 
five years at Wellington* In his third year there, Wellington won the Ark 
Valley Championship for the first time in the school's history* In 19i*6, 
his team took third in the state class "AA" Championship*
